Servants; all which might be prevented by the diligent Ve of 
the Maſter; the want of which, is the occaſion of all the De- 
bauchery, Poverty and Miſery which every place cryes out of. 
From this negligence and loſs of T IM E comes many more in- 
conveniencies, that heaps on Poverty, and entailes it upon them. 
ſelves and Generations, 3 a 

Frem theſe Clabs and Societies (how Civil ſoever they appear 
to be) it is impoſſible in any ſuch Meeting, but ſome of them are 
given to Vice; and it is probable, the greateſt part: by this 
means is introduced Gaming, Fooliſh Wagers, Wenching, 
Swearing, and other Debaucheries, And uſually at parting, or 
breaking upof theſe Clubs, they divide themſelves according 
to their ſeveral Inclinations or Diſpoſitions; ſome go to a Ta. 
vern, ſome to a convenient place for Gaming, others to a Bawdy- 
Houſe, by which means the Family is negleRed, and not go- 
verned as it ought to be; the Wife (though poſſibly a very vir 
tuous and careful Houſewife) — — by the extravagancies 
of hes Husband, and foreſeeing Poyerty and Want attending 
her and her Children, growes deſperate; and, it may be, yeilds 
ro ſome Temprations that are too too common in theſe es 3 
by which means, oftentimes an Eſtate that was gathere by - 

- Grains, is ſcattered abroad by Buſhels. 
The Servants too, by theſe Examp'es, ſall into the ſame vi- 
ces, and many times ruine both themſelves and their Friends, 
who have ſtrained their Eſtates to the utmoſt, to get them into 
thoſe places, and engaged their Friends for theit Fidelity, ho ing 
that their — might afierwards make them ſome fetalliati- 
da; all which is truftcated; and they become Vagiagts and Ex.

wantof TRADE, when the hands that ſhould be employed 
about it, are idle; for if a ſtrict inquiry were made into che City 
and Suburbs, of all the perſons that are capable of work, either 
in the Fool or Fiſping- Trade, as Men, Women, and Children 
from ſeven years upwards, that are now all together idle, or nor 
employed to any purpoſe in Trade, there would not be found 
teſs than an Hundred and fifty thouſand, that live like Droans, 
feeding upon the Stock of others Labours. | 

Now, it is our own negligence and idleneſs that briags Po- 
verty upon us; ſor if theſe idle _ were employed, we need 
not cry out of the Exportation of Mull, neither would induſtri - 
ous Forrainers have that encouragement to work here, if we 
would mind it our felves ; but, if we will not improve our Ma- 
nufaQory, we cannot blame others for doing of it. | Q 
- Now it will be ſuppoſed, that if thoſe Laws for ſetting idle 
eople to work, puniſhing Vagrants, reRifying diſorders in pub- 
ick Houſes, all this might be prevented: This commonly is our 
Laſt Shift, and thus are we apt to excuſe our ſelves, and lay the 
burden of our own faults upon the ſhoulders of our Governours g. 
we may be very ſenſible, that we have in this Kingdom as good 
Laws as in any place jo the World; we live under ſuch a King, 
that for Prudence and Wiſdom, no Empire or Kingdom can 
make compariſon withus; nor can Laws be better executed than 
in this Kingdom : But it is impoſſible that the eye of Magiſtra⸗ 
cy can.ſee into every Corner; eyery ſingle perſon hath a Cor-
